Ten  and  Harry’s  folks — The  Wight  man  Soo- 
bys — lived  at  Louth,  Lincolnshire,  Eng¬ 
land.  They  famed  800  acres  -with  a  steam 
plow.  A  portable  steam  engine  at  one  end 
of  the  field  powered  a  (able  that  looped^ 
to  the  other  end  of  the  field  to  pull  the 
huge  plow  through  marshy  ground. 

BROTHER  WIGHTMAN  - 


Tom  and  Harry’s  oldest  brother^  Wightman 
(named  after  his  father) —was  a  tough 
h ombre — a  wild  hare.  He  went  to  Austral¬ 
ia  and  died  in  a  gold-  mine  collapse.  On 
a  visit  home  from  Australia  his  father 
ertipized  him  for  drinking  and  being 
such  a  wild  cat. 

THOMAS  NATHANAEL

won  a  silver  cup  (quart 
a  toaster  for  winning  a 
training  rifle  shoot.  He 
shot  at  2000  yards  among 


Tom  started  to  Australia  to  join  his  bro¬ 
ther,  Wightman  who  was  still  working  in 
a  gold  mine  in  1871.  At  Quebec,  Canada,  a 
doctor  told  him  he  had  no  business  in 
Australia,  that  his  lungs  could  not  stand 
the  extreme  cold.  The  doc  recommended  ho 
go  to  Kansas  and  homestead.  He  did,  and 
picked  the  poorest  piece  of  land  in  the 
United  States,  says  Art,  But  first  he 
worked  for  a  SR  at  Cedar  Ft,  Ks*  then  rode 
a  horse  to  Wichita  and  picked  out  a  piece 
of  land  south  of  town.  But  before  he  got 
back  to  it  someone  else  homes teaeed  it. 
So  he  homesteaded  at  Elbing. 


EngDish  property  holders  or  their  child¬ 
ren  to  do  manual  laborj  So  besides  farm¬ 
ing  ho  also  ran  a  blacksmith  shop  fol¬ 
lowed  by  his  son  Fred. 

Tom  and  Harry  married  Pilant  sisters, 
whose  father  was  Scotch-Irish  from  Ky. 
He  and  his  sons — Kail,  Charlie,  Steve, 
Joe,  Jim — -were  great  tall  men.  Amanda 
took  care  of  Kail  for  a  few  years  before 
he  died,  because  he  had  a  sore  foot, 

Tom  traveled  back  to  England  in  5  days 
and  4  hours  on  a  steamer  for  a  visit  and 
returned  on  a  sail  boat  6  weeks  later. 
The  steamer,  on  its  maiden  voyage,  disap¬ 
peared  on  the  return  trip.  It  went  thru 
the  waves  instead  of  over  them,  washing 
everything  off  the  deck.  Running  with 
its  hatches  closed,  tons  and  tons  of  water 
poured  over  the  deck.  On  the  return  trip 
it  must  have  dived  into  a  wave  too  deep 
and  never  came  up.  He  took  the  trip  about 
1885  or  86  because  when  he  returned,  his 
son  Art  (age  4  or  5)  thought  he  was  Dr. 
Foster.  He  came  back  on  a  2nd  class  tick¬ 
et  and  slept  in  a  bunk  stacked  on  the 
wall.  One  fellow  picked  off  lice,  dropped 
them  on  the  man  in  the  bunk  below,  who 
then  hit  the  first  one  with  a  beer  bottle 
causing  him  to  spit  blood  and  be  taken 
awa3%  Some  passengers  boxed  every  day. 
Among  the  many  nationalities  there  wre 
drinking,  fighting  and  a  dance  every 
night.  When  Tom  got  home  he  was  lous'r  as 
a  pet  coon  and  wont  out  to  the  chi oxen 
house  to  change  his  clothes. 


Tom  had  learned  a  trade  by  sneaking  out 
to  the  blacksmith  shop  against  his  par¬ 
ents  permission,  (It  was  not  proper  for 


Tom’s  house  was  a  converted  school  house 
with  sliding  door  between  the  'kitchen  and

the  front  room.  This  door  had  beon  an 
outside  door  in  the  school, 

Tcm  always  had  a  drop  of  water  on  the  end 
of  his  nose.  When  ho  was  past  80  years 
he  was  hauling  stock  com  fodder  in  from 
the  fields,  got  overliet  and  a  little  water 
on  lungs;  died  of  pneumonia  in  1918  or  20. 
His  house  was  tom  up  by  a  cyclone  and 
his  blacksmith  shop  blow  away  yrs  later. 

HENRY  HARRY 

Harry  came  to  America  about  a  year  or  two 
after  his  brother  Tom.  (Tom  came  in  1871 ' 
and  married  Mary  Frances  Pilant — Amanda  ’s 
sister.  They  had  two  boys — Tom  Win  and 
Bert — and  one  girl — Mae.  Then  due  to 
misunderstandings  Harry  left  his  wife, 
went  to  Newton  and  unloaded  coal  off  RR 
cars  for  a  local  lumber  and  coal  yard. 
Sometimes  he  helped  his  brother  Tom  put 
up  hay  and  shuck  com.  Harry  left  his 
bulldog  with  his  brother  and  returned  to 
England  about  1895-97  to  settle  his  par¬ 
ents’  estate.  He  found  he  could  not  get 
the  inheritance  unless  he  stayed  there. 
So  he  stayed  there  and  married  a  Bessie. 
In  the  meantime  Mary  Frances  won  a  di¬ 
vorce  on  the  grounds  of  desertion  and 
married  Lewis  Newberg,  They  lived  in  KC. 

Harry *s  son  Tom’s  son  James  stopped  in 
England  while  in  the  Navy  in  1945,  called 
over  to  Louth  and  found  that  2  old  maid 
Sooby  sisters  lived  at  Covenham.  He  also 
found  that  Harry  was  buried  at  St.  Mary's 
Covenham,  Louth,  Lincolnshire,  England. 
Tern’s  son  Art’s  son  George's  daughter 
Donna  Lou  was  in  England  in  1955.  From 
an  old  timer  she  stopped  on  a  street  in 
Louth  shd  learned  that  there  had  been  two 
old  maid  Soobys  but  that  both  had  died, 
FREDRICK  NIGHTMAN 

Tern’s  oldest  son  Fred  carried  on  in  his 
father’s  footsteps  at  the  old  Elbing  home 
place ' and  ran  the  blacksmith  shop  until 
he  died.  Next  his  sons  Don  and  Judy  ran 
the  shop  until  Don  died.  Then  Judy  went 
to  a  Venzuelan  (So  Am)  oil  field. 

MARY  CAROLINE  "CARRIE" 

Tom's  daughter  Carrie  married  Bill  Moore 
at  Elbing,  Kansas.  They  had  two  boys  at 
Elbing.  Then  they  moved  to  Redlands,.  Cal¬ 
ifornia  where  Carrie  died  of  TB  about 
1907.  Bill  also  died  there  a  few  years 
ago.*  The  Sooby  family  has  lost  all  con¬ 
tact  with  Loren  and  Arthur.  No  one  knows 
whether  they  are  still  living  or  not.  If 
contact  could  be  made  with  their  aunt  Mrs 
Austin  Moore  they  might  be  located.  Her 
last  address  was  2377  S. Patton. Ct.,  Den- 
‘Zoxrl9,  Colorado.  But  she  moved. 


ARTHUR  NATHANAEL 

Tom’s  son  Art  wed  Jennie  Lynn  Stratton, 

Dec  14,  1904  at  Elbing,  In  the  winter  of 
1913  he  lived  at  Halstead  and  commuted  by 
train  via  Newton  and  Whitewater  to  Elbing 
(25  miles)  and  worked  for  Fred  in  the 
blacksmith  shop  for  $2,50  a  day.  No  crops 
were  raised  that  year.  He  paid  the  rent, 
raised  Eva,  Joe  and  George  and  had  plenty 
of  chewing  tobacco.  He  shood  wild  Garden 
City  horses  that  used  to  run  in  the  sand 
hills  south  of  GC.  One  wild  horse  leaped 
on  a  fence,  lit  mid-stomach,  and  teetered 
over  and  broke  his  neck.  While  shoeing  a 
front  hoof,  one  horse  took  his  back  foot 
and  knocked  Art 's  hat  spat  against  the  < 
wall.  Then  Art  moved  to  western  Kansas. x 

THOMAS  WILLIAM 

Harry's  son  Tom  made  several  trips  from 
Larned  where  he  lived,  to  Colorado .  . Often 
they  would  stop  in  Garden  City  to  pick  up 
Art’s  son  Harry.  Tom2s  son  Sonny  remem¬ 
bers  one  trip  with  his  father,  Jim  and 
Ralph  when  they  stopped  in  Garden  City  in 
their  1929  Spokewheel  Cadillac  to  get 
Harry  and  saw  an  "Old  Joe"  Indian  mummy 
in  front  of  Garnand.’.s  Furniture  store. 

Tom  was  a  good  plumber. 

MAE  HELEN 

Harry’s  daughter  .Mae  married  George 
Caskey,  They  had  no  children.  In  later 
years  while  living  in  Topeka  (where  she 
died)  Ma.e  became  medically  addicted  to 

narcotics.  imnmpn 

HERBERT  SYLVESTER 

Bert  was  "quite  a  teamster"  in  the  oil 
field.  He  could  hitch  his  team  to  a  huge 
load,  wrap  the  reins  around  the  double- 
tree  and  talk  the  horses  into  pulling 
with  every  ounce  of  energy. 

OTHER  SOOBY  STORIES  • 

Art  and  family  lived  in  Tom's  yard  in  the 
cookshack  when  Harry  was  born,  ihe  next 
morning  Art 's  son  Georgo  was  talking  oo 
hired  man  of  Art's  and  said,  "Harry's  only 
5  years  old," 

Art  and  Moore  were  out  hunting  in  a  hay¬ 
rack.  Moore  set  his  gun  down.  It  slipped 
through  the  cracks  between  the  boards  an 
shot  him  in  tho  chest.  Art  could  see  his 
heart  beating  in  the  wound,  so  he  jumped 

down  and  ran  for  help. 

Fred’s  daughter  Hslmo  remembors  when  the 
Art  Sooby  family  came  to  visit.  Fred 
played  the  fiddle; Art  tho  mandolin,  fcfyrQav 
the  organ  and  then  the  piano.  Meanwhile 
the  cousins  were  having  a  high  time  up¬ 
stairs  with  pillow  fights,  etc.  Often 
Fred  called  them  down  as  the  plaster  fell.

Hoping  this  will  find  you  both  in 
fair  average  health  (as  it  leaves  us  just 
now)  St  promising  to  write  again  soon.

Dear  Tom 

I  was  very' pleased  to  get  your  let¬ 
ter  this  morning,  telling  me  how  well  you. 
are  getting  on.  What  a  terrible  operation 
you  had  to  go  through .'  You  must  have  felt 
a  great  lot  of  pain  while  those  tumours 
were  gathering.  And  I  do  not  wonder  that 
you  are  so  weak.  But  thank  God  that  you 
are  on  tho  road  to  recovery.  I  am  glad 
Amanda  comes  to  see  you  and  the  boys.  I 
wish  I  could  pop  in  and  sit  by  your  bed  a 
little  while  now  and  then.  But  my  l.etters 
must  be  my  representatives*  You  have 
clever  doctors  and  a  good  kind  nurse,  who 
with  God's  blessing  will,  I  hope,  soon 
bring  you  back  to  health  again.  It  is 
strange  you  should  be  in  the  midst  of 
snow.  We  have  had  so  little  this  winter, 
just  two  slight  falls  and  a  few  frosty 
days.  In  fact,  some  nights  have  been  so 
warm  that  I  was  glad  to  throw  off  my 
eider-down  quilt.  Very  tiring  as  one  has 
heavy  clothing  on.  We  have  had  a  lot  of 
rain,  that  farmers  dispaired  of  getting 
their  wheat  sown  in  tho  autumn. 

I  have  lots  of  flowers  out  in  my 
garden  making  it  look  like  spring.  I  saw 
a  little  lamb  today  for  the  first.  I  do 
reckon  on  getting  back  into  the  country 
again.  I  never  liked  a  town.  Things  are 
so  formal  and  people  so  newsy.  I  hope  to 
move  on  the  2£th  of  this  month.  Alice 
will  come  over  from  Oxford  to  help  me.  It 
is  such  a  job  and  I  am  not  very  strong. 

I  expect  you  have  nice  books  or  mag¬ 
azines  to  read,  if  you  are  allowed.  I 
have  not  sent  any  records  to  your  home 
while  you  have  been  away,  but  will  begin 
them  again  when  you  get  home.  How  glad 
Amanda  will  be  to  see  you  improving  so 
nicely.  You  would  get  a  letter  and  a 
little  book  of  hymns  a  few  days  back.  1 
must  not  write  more.  With  very  much  love.

My  dear  Tom 

It  is  a  very  long  time  since  I 
heard  of  you.  So  I  must  break  the  si¬ 
lence.  I  hope  you  are  not  ill  again, 
which  prevents  you  from  writing.  But 
trust  you  are  at  home,  getting  strong  un¬ 
der  Amgnda  *s  care  and  nursing. 

We  had  been  suffering  from  a  month’s 
drought  with  hot  sun  and  winds  from  the 
east.  Everything  has  been  dried  up.  The 
outlook  for  hay  and  turnips  has  been  very 
serious.  But  the  rain  has  come  and  is 
coming  so  beautifully  &  gently.  So  all 
will  be  right.  God  is  so  good.  He  lets 
us  see  how  helpless  wc  are  when  we  think 
ourselves  so  clever.  And  at  the  extremi¬ 
ty  He  sends  the  blessings  we  want .  We 
ought  to  trust  him  moro  than  we  do. 

How  are  you  getting  on  in  the  farm¬ 
ing  linei  Of  course  after  yair  severe 
illness  you  cannot  do  much  work,  "just 
potter  around"  as  they  say.  All  the  world 
seems  to  have  their  thoughts  on  nothing 
but  the  coronation.  The  villages  take 
their  part  in  the  festivities.  It  will 
be  a  grand  time,  and  grand  sights  to  be 
seen  on  Thursday.  I  do  hope  all  may  pass 
off  well,  and  no  catastrophe.  When  so 
many  millions  of  people  are  gathered  to¬ 
gether  and  all  full  of  excitement,  terri¬ 
ble  accidents  do  tako  place.  But  I  be¬ 
lieve  there  never  was  an  event  like  this, 
coupled  with  so  much  prayer,  that  we  may 

believe  all  will  be  well. 

I  like  my  little  homo  here  very  much. 
It  is  so  nice  to  bo  in  the  country  again. 
This  is  a  pretty  village.  My  house  is  an 
old  farmhouse.  Very  funny,  but  I 
made  it  pretty  inside  and  it  is  very  com- 
f ortable .  I  have  a  nice  garden,  both 
flowers  and  vegetables.  Harry  a  ^ 
kind  in  helping  me  with  the  latter.  But 
he  is  not  very  well  oust  now.  He  worte 
very  hard,  always  at  it  Iron  6  in  th 

morning  till  dark.  1  ® 
tiers  novr  as  you  requested.  You  sa.d  i. 
tired  vou  to  read  much.  Let  me  know  when 
you  would  like  to  have  them  again.  Los. 
likely  I  shall  send  a  coronation  number.
